OIL DECLINE FEARED. 


Mining Bureau Warns that Improper 
Drilling will Lessen Production. 


(RY A. NIGHT WIRE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 9.—The 
reporting of only eighty wells ready 
to drill up to the middle of February, 
as against 112 for the same period 
last year, will make a noticeable de- 
cline in the State’s production of oil 
if the condition continues, accord- 
ing to the California State Mining 
Bureau. The report says: 

“The flush production of the no- 
longer-new Montebello and Casma- 
lia fields masked this condition tem- 
porarily. However, the history of 
old field development, even if pres- 
ent production data of the Monte- 
bello and Casmalia fields were not 
available, should warn operators 
against counting too heavily upon 
initial productive conditions. 

“Rapid decline of gas pressures 
and improper drilling, with respeet 
to protection from water, are two 


of the principal causes ‘which pre- 
vent oil fields from maintaining their 
brilliant initial records. 

“Gas pressures can be controlled 
to a large extent, and their ex- 
pulsive powers conserved, by ‘the 
proper drilling and preparation of 
wells for production. However, the 
supervisor has, on a number of oc- 
casions, directed popular attention 
to the fact that even the new fields 
of the State have not been drilled 
in a manner best to conserve the 
petroleum resources and protect them 
from water.”

SACRAMENTO, March 9.—A de-

Harris Weinstock, State Market 
Director, who, Brown declared, had 
created “one more middieman,” also 
will be called, Senator Slater, chair- 
man of the committee, said. 

The committee at is meeting to- 
day mapped out a programme for 
hearings Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday. The investigation on 
these days will be devoted to fur- 
ther inquiry into milling cost in 
its relation to bread, the cost to the 
farmer to produce wheat, milk pro- 
duction and distribution costs and 


ege costs. 
Representatives of producers’ as- 
soeiations and independent pro- 


ducers will be called, members of 
the committee said. 

A letter was written today to offi- 
cials of thirty-five California cities 
asking them to supply the commit- 
tee immediately with wholesale and 
retail costs of milk and eggs and the 
costs and weights of bread in their 
communities. <A similar letter was 
sent to farm advisers throughout the 
State asking for data on the costs 
of wheat, milk and eggs. 

The committee de¢iued to hold a 
hearing next Saturday in San Fran- 
cisco. Bakers, grain and flour 
brokers and others will be called 
before the committee at that hear- 


ing. 
LABOR BILLS UP. 


Three much-dicussed labor _ bills 
are up for final action in the As- 
sembly this week, the Breed pri- 
mary bill is ready for final consid- 
eration in the Senate and co-oper- 
ative school] supply purchasing bills 
await the vote of both houses. - 

Before the governmental  effi- 
elency and economy commission’s 
report is placed before the Legis- 
lature, probably at the end of this 
week, some action may be taken 
in the Assembly on Merriam’s bone- 
dry bill, Allen’s liquor abatement 
bill or Cummings’s gambling abate- 
ment bill, and in the Senate on 
Nealon’s Irish home rule resolution. 

Assemblyman Cleary said today 
he would offer an amendment to 
Mrs. Dorros’s bill, which would pro- 
hibit the employment of women in 
domestic service for more than ten 
hours a day or sixty hours per week, 


|so that they might be employed sev- 


enty hours per week, provided they 
were paid time and half for the ad- 
ditional ten hours. This bill is set 
for @ecial consideration by the 
Assembly Tuesday morning. 

Under Assembly rules, that body 
may vote on Hurley's child labor 
law Tuesday and the following day 
on White's bill permitting employ- 
ment of women laundry workers for 
nine hours a day in weeks wherein 
holidays occur. Hurley's bill was 
opposed by newspaper manage- 
ments because it would raise from 
10 to 14 years the age limit for 
newsboys.

sage.

Arbor Day Observances in 
Parks Attract Crowds. 


Honor Memory of Roosevelt 
at Sycamore Grove. 


Nation’s Youths Pay Tribute 
to Dead of Great War. 


y Khaki-clad Boy Scouts of Los An- 
geles observed Arbor Day with fit- 
ting ceremonies yesterday, The Boy 
Scout oath of loyalty to the United 
States and the salute to the colores 
were given in the several parks of 
the city, and in a number. of other 
public meeting places. Trees were 
planted in memory of Los Angeles 
soldiers who died in battle, and 
thousands paid tribute to their mem- 


ry. 
One of the largest gatherings was 
at Sycamore Grove, where the cere- 
monies were In charge of Scoutmas- 
ter A. W. Brewster of Troop 69. A 
feature was the address of Attorney 
Gesner Wiiliams, one of the original 
organizers of the Boy Scouts in Los 
Angeles. He said the first meeting 
of the Boy Scouts in Los Angeles was 
held on May 18, 1910, and recalled 
tapecially the presence of the late 
Gen. Adna R. Chaffee; commander 
of the American troops who marched 
to Peking at the time of the Boxer 
uprising. 

Attorney Williams then dropped 
in the first shovelful of earth at the 
roots of the tree, which was placed 
at the end of the stone bridge at Syc 
amore Grove, and which bears the, 
foliowing inscription on a bronge tab- 
let: “Arbor Dar, 1919, Troop No. 69. 
In honor of Theodore Roosevelt.” 

At the Mt. Washington ceremonies 
at Dayton and Pasadenaa venues, a 
tree was planted in honor of Lieut. 
Greayer Clover, son of Samuel T. 
Clover, who was killed in France, 
September 30, 1918. Mrs. Mary C. 
Brinker, who was the epeaker, told 
how her son, Leiut. Tom Brinker, 
had been a constant companion of 
ldeut. Clover, Lieut. F, A. Stearns 
and Lieut. Leslie Boyd of the Avia- 
tion Corps attended the ceremonies 
as a tribute to the memtw of.

HOULD CUT TEN MILLIONS. 

Gov. Stephens’s Economy and Efi- 
clency Commission is about to make its re- 
port to the Legislature on the State gov- 
ernment of California. This commission 
was appointed in response to a general 
d@mand from taxpayers in all parts of the 
State that executive action should be taken 
to curb the rapacious appetites of the Forty 
Fat Commissions, under whose dominion 
the cost of State government has advanced 
from o1eeaneed in 1911 to $43,008,663 in 
1918. 


What report the commission will make 
The Times does not know. But The Times 
does know, ag every person who pays any 
attention to State affairs knows, that the 
increase in the cost of government in Calf- 
fornfa is outrageous. It is without parallel 
in the history of American States. The 
People are receiving no better service from 
the State than when the annual cost of 
government was $25,000,000 less. To force 
the business and industry of the State to 
go through the reconstruction period with 
that gross waste of $25,000,000 a year 


‘saddled upon them by voracious and un- 


acrupulous office-holders is an offense that 
smells. The citizens of no other State are 
so afflicted. By what right or justffication 
are we of California compelled to pay such 
sums in political tribute? 

While the report of the Economy and 
Efficiency Commission has not yet been 
published, there is another report (and 
from the highest official authority in the

Federal Census Bureau. It contains finan- 
cial statistics of each of the forty-eight 
States, so arranged as to afford ready com- 
parison. It deals with the fiscal year 1917- 
1918 when the expenses of the State for 
1917 alone were available. AND FOR 
THAT YEAR THEY WERE §$3,000.000 


‘LESS FOR CALIFORNIA THAN FOR 
YEAR. | 


Here are a few things which the Federal 
census report shows: | 
' The cost of State government in Califor- 
nia for the year 1917-18 was more than 


double the entire cost for the whole of the | 


New England States, excepting Massachu- 
setts. The group includes Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut. Their combined population is 
greatly in excess of that of California. 
There are five governments to support in 
Place of one. Yet the cost of those five 
governments is less than half that of Call- 
fornia alone. 

The cost of California State government 
that year was $2,000,000 more than the com: 
bined cost of Kentucky, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi, with a population 
three times that of California and four 
separate governments to support. 

California’s State government cost 
488,000,000 more that year than the combined 
cost for Montana, idaho, Wyoming, Colo- 
rado, New Mexico, Arizona, Washington and 
Nevada. Those eight Western States have 


double the population of California, three 


times its area and eight governments to 
support in place of one. Yet under the 
dominion of the Forty Fat Commissions 
California alone apent for State government 
$8,000,000 more than the whole of them! 
Such extravagance ig simply astounding. 
No juggling of figures ig possibile, as the 
statistics for each State are gathered by 
Federal experts and published by the Cen- 
sug Bureau without prejudice for or against 
any State. 

These were the conditions two years ago. 
Since then there has been an increase in 
Californta’s State expenditures of $8,000,000 
in twelve months, the greatest Increase in 
the history of the State. And this increase 
was piled on top a cost of government al- 
ready without precedent. 


The California expense of general depart. 
ments was $8 per capita. just double the 
average per capita expense for the coun- 
try 


Most of the States have @ State Board of 
Control. The government report discloses 
that the Board of Control of California alone 
cost one-fourth ag much as the of 
control of all the States combined. 


Every State bas a commission to regu- 
late public service corporations. The Call- 
fornia commission spent $409,239 in 1917. 
more than three times the average cost of 
such commissions to other States 


All the States combined spent $128,000 on | 


immigration and houging. This work is 


‘looked after so thoroughly by the Federal 


government that there Is little for the indi- 
vidual States to do. Yet California alone 
spent $17,000 on its Immigration and Hous- 
ing Commission last year, or more than 
one-third the cost of the entire country. 


This list could be continued ad infinitum. 
The illustrations given are sufficient to 
show that if the cost of State government 
were cut In half it would still be well above 
The Times 
has taken frequent occasion to remark dur- 
ing recent years that ‘“‘Progressive” govern- 
ment comes high. The Progressive party 
is dead; but the cost of State government, 
which began to climb as soon as the Pro- 
gressives secured control ‘in 1911, 1s stil 
‘climbing.

height of his power in the United States 
Senate the recent passing of Hon. George 
I’, Edmunds naturally recalls some of the 
men who were his associates in iat body 
and some of the historic events in which he 
and they participated, 

Perhaps at no time in our history has 
there been grouped a larger number of 
masterly minds than were assembled in the 
Senate at that period. Associated with Ed- 
munds were, on the Republican side, Lot 
M. Morrill, George F. Boutwell, Simon 
Cameron, Roscoe Conkling, James 
Blaine, John A. Logan, John Sherman, John 
J. Ingalls, Eugene Hale, Joseph R. Hawley 
end George F. Hoar. On the Democratic 
side were Thomas F. Bayard, Wade Hamp- 
ton, Benjamin H. Hill, Daniel W. Voorhees, 
Francis M. Cockrell and George G. Vest. 
Every one of these was a man of unusual in- 
tellectual and moral force. Of course, not 
all used their powers for the highest moral 
and political purposes at ail times, but all 
were important factors in national affairs. 
All have now passed to the Great Beyond 
and to all now applies the adage “De 


It was in the latter seventies and early 
eighties that Roscoe Conkling was at the 
zenith of his power and fame. A compari- 
son of his character with that of Senator 
Edmunds is interesting. Both were intel- 
lectual giants and both won their way to 
eminence by sheer intellectual force. 
Neither had the personal magnetism with 
‘which Blaine and McKinley and some of our 
other great leaders were endowed. 
Neither exercised the “glad hand” to win 
popularity. Edmunds was serious, stern, 
logical, profound. Conkling was imperious, 
proud, ambitious, brilliant, often sarcastic.

in the Senate, particularly by the Anti- 


polygamy Act with which he is associated, 
by the Pacific Railroad Funding Act and by 
the so-called Sherman Anti-trust law, in 
the enactment of which he had as great a 
part as did Senator Sherman himself. 

Conkling, like Edmunas, was handi- 
capped, but in a different way. Wit®him it 
was his haughty, disdainful, imperious 
manner. It was this that ultimately caused 
his downfall. The tide of popularity, was 
turning against him when, in a Repulffican 
State convention at Utica, his opponents on 
the floor were roundly applauded, while he 
Was received in silence. Immediately he 
turned scornfully toward the galleries, from 
which the demonstration came, and quoted: 
“The shallows murmur, but the deeps are 
dumb,” and then proceeded, unperturbed, 
with his address. At another State conven- 
tion, in Rochester, he scornfully referred 
to George William Curtis, a scholarly, con- 
servative Republican, ag a ‘‘man milliner.” 
These and other manifestations of con- 
tempt and scorn undermined his political 
strength, a fact he had not realized when, 
in trying to force the New York collector- 
ship issue, he resigned from the Senate con- 
fident of being re-elected by the New York 
Legislature as a rebuke to the President. 
After a bitter fight in which he personally 
participated at Albany, he was defeated and 
suffered the great humiliation of his life. 
He had committed political suicide. 

Uniike Conkling, Edmunds was practt- 
cally without sélfish ambffion. His life was 
dominated by patriotism, not by a desire for 
personal preferment. This fact robed him 
of credit due him for valuable legislation, 
but his constituency in Vermont appre- 
ciated his service and had he desired he 
might have retained his place in the Senate 
as long as he was physically able to do so.
